Joseph Granville, markot tipster and I 
professional doomsayer on the stock ox- I 
changes at home and abroad predicted 
that Monday would be Blue Monday i 
and the stock markclu in this country I 
and elsewhere would do a nose dive at 1 
the opening this woek. It worked that 
way oversoas, but in tho United States - 
the Stock Markot staged a great rally. 
As things turned out Monday, if Gran¬ 
ville's prodictions had applied to 
livestock markets, he would have boon 
very right. Cattle nnd hog prices 
dropped sharply at the markets Mon¬ 
day, with fod cattle prices off from 60c 
to $2 aud hogs off 60c to $1.50 at the 
various central markets Monday. 
Slnughter cows and bulls also lost $1 to 
$3 la Monday's major market trado. 
Receipts were normal, however the 
dressed meat trado was making uncer¬ 
tain moves and sluggish meat trade ap¬ 
peared to be tho major factor. Monday s 
estimated cattle kill at 115,000 was 
5,000 under a week ago and the same as 
last year. F.utimalnd hog kill nt 341,000 
waa 19,000 over last week anti 7,000 
below a year ago. One factor thnt put a 
bearish tone in the trade was last 
week's hogs & pigs estimate of inven¬ 
tory, which was far larger than moat ex¬ 
perts had expected and some midwest 
observers expect hob prices to be 
several dollars cheaper in tho months 
ahead because of it. Feeder cattle and 
calvea also took a drubbing at most of 
the markets Monday. |

Task Force Report 


Kansas City—The Board of Directors 
of Livestock Marketing Association 
voted unanimously here recently bo ask 
for public hearings on the Packers and 
Stockyards Administration's internal 
review of F&S Act regulations and 
policy statements.

Rangeland Stocking 
Rate Should 
Include Wildlife

U will pay Inndowners to always 
include wildlife whon establishing Liio 
stocking rate of animal units per acre, 
according to Experiment Station scien¬ 
tists concerned with managento nt of 
wlldlile. 

This is true whether a landowner 
seeks to encourage or discourage 
wildlile,To ignore the existence of deer 
or jack -rabbits Is not only unrealistic, it 
Cin also be costly, according to Dr. 
Lytle Blankenship, whose specializa¬ 
tion is wildlife management with the 
Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Station. 

It may result In overstocking range¬ 
land and it could be that tho Inndawncr 
w overlooking a good source id income. 

In rocent years increasing mini hors 
til landowners found that the sale of 
hunting leases brought in extra iMInrs. 

Some, who managed land to 
encourage doer and other desirable 
amhii*. found (fiat at limes their income 
tram hunting leases rivaled income 
from domestic livestock.

Energy I s the nutrient that is 
required in the greatest amount in the 
dieU of deer, according to Varner. 

Mature docs require about 25 Kcal of 
digestible energy (DE) per pound of 
body weight per day, and requirements 
go up to about 3S Kcal DE/lb/day, 
during peak lactation. y 

Since most ranchers think of energy 
in terms of total digestible nutrients or 
digestible dry matter, which is essen¬ 
tially equivalent, these requirements 
make ft necessary for does to have 
plants available that contain 55 to 60 
percent digestible dry mattor (DDM). 

The average nutritional content of 
several classes of south Texas deer food 
plants changes radically during various 
seasons of the year. 

Research by the Texas Agricultural 
Experiment Station Indicates that in 
south Texas, energy (DDM) may be a 
limiting nutrient, particularly in the 
summer when does are lactatlng and 
bucks are in a period or maximum 
antler growth. 

Under good range conditions south 
Texas deer will likely have available to 
them forb and/or browse spocios that 


are adequate in CP anytimo during the 
year. 

Forbs are good sourcos of protein, 
energy and phosphorus during any 
season of the yoar. 

Browse plants are good sources of 
protein and prickly pear certainly has 
to be considered as an important factor 
in meeting the energy needs of deer In 
south Texas. (Station analysis shows it 
to bu higher in enorgy, in all seasons of 
tho year, than browse, forbs or 
grasses). 

These nutritional nnalysos indicate 
why most diet studies show that deer, 
particularly in south Texas, prefer 
forbs first, browse and prickly pear 
next and eat relatively little grass. 

Fawns, because of their energy needs 
for rapid growth, have energy require¬ 
ments and body weight basis of about 
70 Kcal (DE/lb/day). 

Generally. Varner says, fawn nutrl 
tional needs are not a major problem if 
the doe is producing sufficient milk. It's 
because of their high nutritional 
requirements that fawn mortality (s 
high when any factors such as droughi 
or disease affect tho health or nutritive 
stains of tho does. 

Energy requirements of bucks are 


difficult to find out because food con¬ 
sumption drops 60 percent during rut 
even w hen food is available. 

Generally, an intake of about 40 Kcal 
DE/lb/day will allow maximum growth 
in the buck and provide sufficient 
energy to replenish body stores. 

Mineral research has been mostly 
with fawns and little Is known about 
noods of adult deer but It appears that 
diets with 0.40 percent calcium and 0.28 
percenL phosphorus will support 
acceptable growth and development in 
deer. 

Varner and Blankenship agree that 
deer can reproduce under relatively 
poor nutritional circumstances. 
However, maximum body size and 
antler development can only be 
attained undfer optimum nutritional 
conditions. 

They key is to balance deer and/or 
livestock numbers so that deer havo an 
opportunity to select n diet of sufficient 
quality to make best growth.

Market Hog Carcass 
Merit Doesn't 
Assure Good Price 


The carcass merit of market hosts 

Se °w 10 , make liui e difference ?n 
markot price, according to six Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Madison students 
who observed tho sale of more than 
20,000 hogs In several Midwestern 

In fact, the students found that hon 
weight and the number of hogs per lot 
has more effect on prices than did 
pade. In a few cases, prices were 
influenced more by n seller's reputation 
than by carcass merit. 

Producers aren't likely to get mone- 
Ury incentives to select, raise and 
market superior hogs in the near 
future, says Robert Kauffman, UW- 
Madison meat and animal scientist who 
supervised the study. 

Kauffman says the system of “dollar 
averaging* - paying somewhat more 
lor poor hogs and somewhat less for 
good hogs - apparently benefits many 
producers. 

Fundamental changes In the system 
°j7) arke V n 8 hogs are hampered by the 
additional expense of Identifying hogs 
and grading required for pricing 
according to carcass merit, Kauffman 
adds. 

"The data certainly suggest that the 
amount of musclo (composition) doesn't 
play a very big role in the marketplace 
At this time we aren't hopeful that com¬ 
position will bo Improved because of its 
impact on price," the students say [n a 
report prepared for the National Pork 
Producers Council, which funded the 
pilot study. 

The students found there wore only 
minor differences In prices paid for 
hogs at auctions, terminals and direct 
sales to packing plants on n live or 
carcass (grade and yield) basis. 

Gi ado and yield prices and those paid 
at public terminals were from GO cents 
to$I higher per hundred pounds (cwt. 
when the effects of commission, 
yardcagn, insurance and interest costs 
wore hold constant. 

But tho average difference hi prices 
between the lw:.l and poorest graih 
was only about$| porcwL 
"Probahly tho only way producers 
will bo adequately compensated for 
superior hogs Is through n system of 
carcass merit Lo replace purchase based 
on live weight and visual ins per lion." 
Kauffman adds.
